LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  June  2  states  as  follows: 

"Although  the  holiday  had  a  t3ndency  to  slow  up  buying  activities, 

demand  for  extra  staplo  cotton  was  still  strong  in  almost  all  New 

England  cotton  centers  during  the  past  week  and  prices  continued  to 

stiffen  as  resistance  from  the  mills  on  the  price  question  seemod 

to  slacken  somewhat.      Cotton  merchants  reported  that  it  was  very 

difficult  to  obtain  offerings  of  round  lots  regardless  cf  the  price 

mills  were  willing  to  pay,  and  the  dealing  consisted  almost  wholly 

in  small  odd  lots,  picked  up  here  and  there.  *** 

*  *  * 

"On  the  longer-stapled  types,  trading  has  been  light  and  domand 
not  so  vory  heavy.      Prices,  however,  have  been  hold  up  by  the  scarcity 
of  offerings. 

"In  the  extra  staple  lengths  as  well  as  in  the  shorter  lengths 
there  has  been  a  tendency  to  switch  from  the  higher  grades  to  the 
relatively  lower  grades,  and  mills  during  the  past  week  or  two  have 
been  willing  to  acc3pt  cotton  they  would  net  have  locked  at  a  month 
or  two  ago.      In  fact,  greater  preference  has  been  shewn  for  the 
lower  grade  cotton  owing  to  the  prices  at  which  it  is  available, 
though  the  differential  between  middling  and  lew  tc  strict  lev/  middling 
has  narrowed  considerably,  cv/ing  to  the  widespread  favor  with  which 
low  middling  and  strict  lew  middling  are  regarded  by  the  cotton 
manufacturers  hereabouts.

"Egyptian  pricos  have  changed  vary  little,  owing  to  the  steadiness 
cf  the  Amorican  future  markets  and  the  lack  of  pressing  demand  fcr 
foreign  ccttcn.      There  has  teen  trading  reported  here  and  there, 
some  fcr  uppers  and  seme  for  Sakel,  but  the  businass  has  lacked 
volume  and  there  has  biien  little  pep  tc   the  demand.  Occasional 
inquiry  is  heard  fcr  high  grade  Sakel  and  oven  fcr  Sudan,  which  is 
new  beginning  to  arrive  in  seme  volume .      In  some  quarters,  there 
has  been  a  disposition  tc  buy  Sudan  Sakel  instead  of  Pima,  which 
is  new  practically  all  gene,  cut  cf  the  1928  crep.

"Woather  conditions  havo  boon  fairly  favourable  and  tho  crop  has 
made  normal  pr.  gross. 

"Tho  impression  gathered  by  cur  agricultural  oxport  during  a  tour 
just  concluded  in  Uppor  and  Lower  Egypt  is  that  tho  crop  is  slightly 
backward  in  tho  Sfuth  and  North  Delta.      Thoro  is  also  some  delay 
in  Upper  Egypt,  but  this  can  easily  bo  recovered.

"In  tho  Delta ' re sowing  eporatiens  havo  continued  during  tho  week. 
Tho  cold  winds,  which  followed  tho  torrential  rains  during  the  second 
half  cf  April,  have  caused  sood  rot  in  many  sections,  which,  ccmbinod 
with  a  rather  severe  damage  done  by  fungi,  have  necessitated  replanting 
on  a  very  largo  scale.

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  Juno  9  states  as  follows: 

"Activity  in  extra  staple  cotton  both  here  and  in  other  Now 
England  cotton  consuming  centers  showed  but  little  change  during 
the  past  week  from  the  condition  that  has  prevailed  for  the  two 
or  three  weeks  immediately  preceding.      The  mills  seomod  slightly 
less  eager  to  buy  than  they  had  boen,  even  in  some  instances 
whore  the  requirements  which  they  had  previously  been  seeking  to 
cover  remain  still  unprovided  for.      But  in  spite  of  this,  dealing 
continued  at  full  prices  on  replacements  and  on  filling  in  business 
in  small  lots. 

*  *  * 

"Occasional  dealing  in  Egyptian  cotton  has  been  reported  this 
weok  and  good  grado  uppers  have  been  bought  in  a  small  way  around 
25  cents.      For  medium  grade  uppers  the  quotations  range  in  the 
neighborhood  of  23  cents  to  23-l/2  cents,  but  not  much  trading  has 
been  roportod.      Egyptian  Sakel  of  medium  grado  is  still  quoted 
around  37  cents  to  38  cents,  with  moderately  high  grades  around 
39  cents  to  40  cents.      Very  high  grado  thread  yarn  Sakel  has  been 
picked  up  in  a  small  way  around  41  cents  to  42  cents.      Sudan  Sakel 
of  high  grade  is  nominally  quoted  around  45  cents  with  no  definite 
activity  roportod.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bodford  Standard  of  June  16  states  as  follows: 

"Inquiry  for  cotton  again  became  active  and  more  or  loss  determined 
in  some  sections  of  the  New  England  market,  but  as  a  rule  the  mills 
balk  at  paying  the  prices  askod  by  shippers  and  cotton  merchants. 
The  general  expectation  of  a  largo  cotton  crop  and  lowor  cotton  futures 
has  resulted  in  a  strong  desire  to  sell  on  the  part  of  those  having 
unsold  cotton  in  hand;  as  a  result  thore  have  been  numerous  instances 
where  firm  bids  considerably  under  the  market  have  boon  sviccessful 
in  buying  odd  lots.      On  tho  other  hand,  round  lots  havo  been  very 
hard  to  find  and  there  havo  boon  instancos  where  replacements  have 
boon  made  only  at  a  price  which  most  merchants  considerod  fancy. 
Government  inch  cctton,  in  middling,  for  example,  was  sold  in  the 
Boston  market  for  as  high  as  500  on  and  tho  same  figure  was  paid  for 
inch  and  ono  thirty-second  cotton.      In  both  cases  spots  were  involved, 
but  in  no  great  quantity. 

*  *  * 

"Little  or  no  activity  in  Egyptians  has  been  reported  this  week, 
and  pricos  havo  not  changed  materially.      Medium  to  good  grade  Sakel 
has  boon  bought  in  a  vory  small  way  around  39  cents  to  40  cants, 
but  medium  grade  can  bo  had  at  38  cents  or  loss.    Medium  grado, 
Egyptian  uppors  aro  still  obtainable  around  23  cents  to  24  cents 
but  havo  net  been  moving.      Some  intorost  in  Pima  was  reportod  in  a 
desultory  way,  but  thore  has  been  little  of  this  cotton  available, 
and  pricos  havo  beon  a  matter  for  negotiation.      Now  crop  prospects 
aro  said  to  bo  very  geed,  but  no  dealing  in  now  crop,  nor  any  tentative 
offerings  for  Pall  shipment  havo  beon  as  yet  reported.

Statement  rolativo  to  long  staplo  ootton  maricot  continued: 

"Certain  brokers  are  offering  medium  and  shortor  staplo  cotton 
from  California  and  tho  arid  Southwest  section  at  prices  a  half 
cent  to  a  wholo  cent  a  pound  under  tho  curront  quotations  on  cotton 
from  tho  middle  or  eastern  part  of  tho  cotton  holt.      Mills  aro 
reluctant  tc  buy  such  cotton,  however,  claiming  it  does  not  run 
well  for  warp  yarn.      In  seme  cases  they  have  bought  it  without 
knowing  its  origin,  and  have  used  thoso  purchases  as  an  indication 
of  what  they  should  bo  able  tc  buy  the  balanco  of  their  raw  material 
for.

"Although  there  was  loss  mill  inquiry  for  staple  cotton  during 
tho  past  week  tho  buying  interest  originating  in  cotton  shippers 
seeking  to  cover  their  Juno,  July,  August  commitments,  sold  early 
in  the  season,  and  tho  demand  from  cotton  merchants  trying  to  obtain 
cotton  to  replace  rejections  kept  cotton  markets  active  horo  and  in 
other  Now  England  cotton  concentration  centors,  and  there  still  seemed 

to  bo  more  domand  than  there  was  cotton  available  to  sell.

"Egyptians  have  boon  inactive,  not  only  as  regards  the  volume  of 
trading  in  Nov/  England  markets  but  oven  with  respect  to  Alexandria 
quotations.  Nominally  thoy  are  que  table  at  tho  same  figures  as  a 
week  ago. 

"It  is  still  possible  tc  buy  California  and  other  far  western  cotton 
75  to  150  points  under  tho  price  of  similar  cotton  from  tho  central 
portion  of  tho  bolt.      Likewise  Carolina  staple  cotton  has  been 
off creel,  in  some  quarters  substantially  undor  tho  prico  of  Deltas, 
and  has/boon  responsible  for  the  so-called  cheap  quotations  heard 
in  market  circles  here.  ***

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issuo  of  Juno  8,  contains  tho  following 
dispatch  from  G.  D.  Sarris  of  Alexandria,  undor  dato  of  May  30: 

"Unfavourable  conditions  have  provailod  during  tho  woek-ond,  which 
culminatod  in  heavy  rains  on  Wednesday  and  to-day  in  most  sections  of 
tho  Delta.      In  some  spots  damage  is  reported.      Sinco  then  the  weather 
has  been  much  too  cold,  and  it  is  feared  that  the  progress  of  tho  crop 
is  being  checked.      Tho  prevailing  dampness  in  tho  soil  is  likely  to 
foster  parasites,  and  inasmuch  as  the  plant  is  oxtromoly  backward  it 
is  not  unlikely  to  fall  an  easy  proy  to  them  in  its  tender  stagos. 

"The  loaf  worm  has  made  its  appearance  in  some  sections  in  eastern 
districts . 

"In  Upper  Egypt  crop  advices  continue  more  satisfactory,  although 
the  plant  is  still  to  make  headway  in  order  to  regain  its  backwardness . "
